A FLOOD OF PAUPEKS 


A'eio Forfc Tribune. 


Among the immigrants who were 


landed at Castle Garden by the steam- 
hip W«ftphdi», from Hamburg, on 
Vedaesday, the commissioners of emi- 
gration have discovered sixteen fami- 
ies, 'numbering seventy-nine persons, 
who come here utterly destitute, having 
iecn sent by the governmsnt authori- 
ies of Bavaria to relieve the eommuni- 
y of the burden of supporting them. 
Affidavits from them show that there is 
a large emigration from the villages in 
.he SpeBsart mountains to the United 
States of persons who are either una- 
>le or unwilling to earn a .living in a 
egitimate way, and that the authorities 
secure them passage on the Hamburg- 
American line, give them a small 
amount of pocket money, and then bave 
their regularly appointed agents see 
that the paupers actually sail on the 
steamer. Some of those who have ar- 
rived have been professional beggars 
or years, one is a discharged railroad 
watchman, who waa convicted of larceny 
and had served a term in the peniten- 
,iaiy ; another is a poacher , others are 
not willing to jearn an honest living, 
while some arc anxious to obtain em- 
ployment. They ^represent that there 
s almost a famine in the part of coun- 
try they come from, and that the peo- 
ple are destitute and wish to emigrate. 
They have neither friends nor relatives 
in this country, and, in the absence of 
any provision for this class of people, 
the commissioners of emigration are at 
a loss as to the best way of disposing 
of them.
